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Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for trunk line maintenance. 


Article 10. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the support of the poor. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ‘ap- 
propriate a sum of money for street lighting. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
of two per cent upon all taxes, excepting poll taxes, paid pre- 
vious to July 5th of the current year, and instruct the collector 
to collect all poll taxes before June Ist, 1927. 


Article 18. To see:if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to apply to outstanding notes. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to pay the interest on the water bonds. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the maintenance of the water 
System. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be set aside as a sinking fund. to 
pay for the water bonds at maturity. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of Chapter No. 95 of the Public Laws, relative to the 
building of sidewalks governing cities, therein set forth ac- 
cording to Section No. 18 of said Chapter. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
old highway, beginning near the railroad underpass, at North 
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Troy, leading by the Cobb Farm, so called, to the so called West 
Hill highway. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to accept the pro- 
posed gift, by deed of Walter N. Gay, of a certain tract or par- 
eel of land, situated in said Troy, located south of and adjoin- 
ing the homestead premises of C. D. Farrar’s heirs, for the pur- 
pose of erecting a building for the Public Free Library, and if 
desired and provided for, a Community House connected there- 
with, or added thereto, and to see if the town will take any 
further action thereon. 


Article 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars as a portion to be 
applied to the building of a bridge, crossing the river, near the 
hydro plant at North/Troy, in co-operation with the State High- 
way Department whose portion of the expense is fixed by 
Statutes in such cases made and provided.

Article 24. To see if the town will vote to allow the Amer- 
ican Legion to use the town hall one Friday night each month 
without pay. 


Article 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of two hundred dollars ($200.00) for the 
care and improvement of cemeteries. 
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Article 25. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of four hundred dollars ($400.00) in the con- 
trol of the white pine blister rust in the town of Troy.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Troy School Board: 


I herewith submit to you my ninth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools, this being the twenty-seventh under union 
supervision. 

The entire teaching force of the Troy schools accepted 
their re-elections for the present school year, so the only new 
teachers at the opening of school in September were those 
selected for the new rooms opened in the primary building. 

For the fourth grade, Miss Elizabeth Baker, a graduate of 
Keene Normal School, who had done excellent work as a cadet 
teacher in one of the rural schools .of Jaffrey for nine weeks 
last year, was chosen. For the sixth grade Miss Marguerite A. 
Hawkins, a graduate of Troy High School, and of Keene Normal 
School, who had two years of successful experien te in the 
schools of Temple, was elected. 


Mrs. Burpee, who taught grades five and six yast year, 
was transferred to the new seventh grade, and Miss Woodbury, 
who had taught grades four and five, took charge of the sixth 
orade. | 

At the close of schools for the Christmas vacation Mrs. 
Bertha H. Howe, who has been a most successful teacher in 
oerade three for several years, resigned, and her place was filled — 
by the election of Miss Esther Boyle of Maynard, Mass., a 
eraduate of Fitchburg Normal School. 

The enrollment of the senior high school this year is 35 
as compared with 39 last year, and grade eight is 33 as com- 
pared with 25 last year. 

The rearrangement of rooms in the primary building re- 
duces the number of pupils in charge of the upper grade teach- 
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ers to a point where much more effective work can be done than 
was possible under the former arrangement. 


I believe every interested parent and citizen must appre- 
ciate the work done in securing the four room addition to the 
primary building during the past year. 

At the school meeting in March the sum of $25,000 was 
voted to construct and equip this addition. The work was done 
during the summer months so that at the opening of school in 
September we were able to use seven rooms for seven grades 
instead of five rooms for six grades. During the present year 
no room has had more than forty-one pupils, and only one as 
few as twenty-eight. The others have had an enrollment of 
from thirty-three to forty, which is about the right number for 
a teacher to have if a fair amount of individual attention is to 
be given to the pupils. 

New desks were installed in the three rooms opened, a new 
heating plant installed in the building and adequate toilets for 
both boys and girls placed in the; basement of the new part of 
the building. 

During the Christmas vacation a teachers’ room was fin- 
ished off and equipped between the first and second grade 
rooms, leaving ample space for the pupils in the first grade. 
This was a much needed addition in a school of this size, and 
in addition to the teachers’ rcom allows space for supplies to 
be stored on the first floor. | 

The enrollment of the West Hill school is fifteen this 
year. Last year it was sixteen. In this school six of the eight 
grades are represented and excellent work is being accom- 
plished. 

The work at the high school has been most effectively car- 
ried on this year as it was last year. One change in the eighth 
oerade ‘mathematics has been made, substituting a practical 
course in business arithmetic for the algebra formerly taught 
in this grade. 

French is now begun in grade eight instead of grade seven 
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as it was found advisable to move the seventh grade into the 
primary building, leaving grades eight, nine and ten under the : 
care of the three teachers at the high school building. 

I know of no school of its size where all the teachers seem 
to be securing better results than in the primary building as 
now organized. ‘Those interested in the work of our schools 
are cordially invited to visit the different rooms and see the 
work done there. 

The State Aid allowance for the present year was a little 
under $5,000, but with the increased number of teachers em- 
ployed in the elementary schools we have been assured that the 
allowance for another year will probably reach the maximum 
of $6,000. As high school tuitions have been constantly in- 
creasing ample allowance should be made for the larger number 
of pupils who will probably attend Keene high school another 
year. 3 

I wish at this time to thank teachers, pupils, parents, mem- 
bers of the school board, and all citizens who have cordially co- 
operated in our efforts to secure the best work in our schools 
and to better the conditions under which our pupils and teach- 
ers may now do their work.

During the month of October, with the assistance of the 
district nurse, Mrs. Margaret McGinness, examinations were 
made with the following results: 

The number of pupils examined, three hundred and thirty- 
one with six absent. Grade 1, thirty-eight; Grade II, thirty- 
two; Grade III, twenty-seven; Grade IV, thirty-nine; Grade V, 
thirty-nine; Grand VI, thirty-seven; Grade VII, thirty-seven; 
Grade VIII, thirty-two; West Hill, fifteen ; High School, thirty- 
five. 

Enlarged or defective tonsils, thirty-five ; bad teeth twenty- 
one; defective vision, eleven; defective hearing, three; Not suc- 
cessfully vaccinated or unvaccinated, thirty-eight. 

Under the direction of the state board of health and the 
county nurse the local visiting nurse, assisted by Dr. W. A. 
Morris, of Keene, any myself, the first annual child health 
conference for school children was held at the town hall in 
May. Such work is for the future welfare of the children and 
it is hoped that every mother will take advantage of this ap- 
portunity given by the state to have her children receive..a 
thorough physical examination at least once a year. Many 
children were found with defects, which if left unnoticed 
develop in more and greater difficulties.
